pany. It is rumored that twenty-six 
miners are entombed beyond the cave, 
and have as yet no way of escape. 
Many houses in the vicinity are re- 
ported toppling. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
WitkessArre, May 15.—A cave oc- 
curred to-day near Ashley in the mine 
operated by the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre Coal Company, and twenty-five 
men are entombed. The scene of the 
disaster is one of intense excitement. 
Not only the relatives of the impris- 
oned miners, but thousands of others, 
are gathered upon the spot, discussing | 
the best methods of effecting a resue. 
Things are in such a chaotic condition 
that the results are by no means cer- 
tain. Many believe a rescue is well- 
nigh impossible, while others, as they 
watch the continual movement of the 
surface and the extensive workings of 
the mines, shake their heads in grave 
doubt. 

The present cave is immediately ad- 
joining the minein which an extensive 
cave occurred twelve years ago, im- 
prisuning ten men over a week, but 
who were fina!ly rescued alive. The 
cave is extensive, being over half a 
mile sqrare, and includes a portion of 
the thickly settled village called Ma- 
fett’s Patch. A large number of 
houses-have gone down with the sur- 
iace, but only a few are damayged.

Death of M. C. 
by Associated Press. | 

SAN Francisco, May 14.—A New 
York dispatch aunounces the death in 
that city of M. C. Hillyer, a prominent 
mining expert, widely krown in Cali- 
fornia and Nevada. 

He was born at Granville, O., 
tember 25, 1825. In early life he eu- 
gaged in mercantile pursuits. About 
1852 he arrived at Sacramento, Cal., 
where he established a mercantile 
house. Later on be moved to San 
Francisco and entered into the whole- 
sale flour and grain trade. He was 
successful, and about 1865 he formed 
a stock brokerage partnership with 
Charles Grimm. The firm of Hillyer 
& Grimm controlled 4 large business, 
and the members acquired wealth. 
His home was at the southwesterly 
corner of Gough and Sutter streets. 
The home which was built by him is 
now owned and occupied by ex-Gov- 
ernor Low. 

Mr. Hillyer was the Superintendent 
of the Silver Hill and St. Louis mines 
of Nevada for several years and man- 
aged mining interests in Colombia, 
South America. He was the first 
United States Marshal for Alaska, un- 
der appointment by President Arthur. 
He served with rare executive ability 
and satisfaction. For the last several 
years he has been interested in mines 
in which Messrs. Roberts and Har- 
pending were large holders, and he 
made the city of New York his place 
of business. His brother, Judge Ed- 
ward Hillyer of the United States Dis- 
trict Court of Nevada, died several 
years since. Curtis J. Hillyer, a prom- 
inent lawyer and capitalist, now of 
Washington, D. C., is another brother. 
His wife, Martha E. Hillyer, died in 
June, 1885, at her daughter’s home io 
this city. There are surviving bim 
Mrs. Eugene N. Deuprey, wife of the 
well-known attorney, and Nellie A. 
Hillyer, now a guest of Mrs. Senator 
Hearst and visiting her uncle, C. J. 
Hillyer, at Washington.

A LABUR PROBLEM, 
Which Mechanics Should Care- 
fully Consider. 

The Boston Herald produces the 
following problem, which is worth 
considering: Assuming that a com- 
munity of 100,000 laborers can produce 
ina day, by the labor of ten hours, 
wealth to the value of $300,000, then 
if their labor is cut down to eight
